Texas counties and there are 51 coun­ 
ties from which 
no word has

I been received. 
The latest count of the four am end­ 
ments is: 
' For prohibition, 96,425; 
against 
prohibition, 84,930. 
For suffrage, 89,715; against suf­ 
frage, 95,355. 
For raising governor’s salary, 75,- 
794; against raising governor’s sala­ 
ry, 103,624. 
For loans for home building, 95,- 
222; 
against loans for home build­ 
ing, 82,844. 
The indications are th a t approxi­ 
mately 200,000 votes were cast.

One infallible sign of spring in Al­ 
berta, Canada, is the northward move 
ment of the caribou which inhabit tin* 
country in vast herds, and with tile 
coming of spring leave the sheltered 
woodlands of South Churchill river and 
seek the summer feeding grounds of 
the Great Barrens. 
A H ud so n bay trapper from the Ar­ 
tillery 
lake country 
tells 
of being 
awakened one morning by a great 
noise which Sounded like a storm (car­ 
ing through the forest or ice breaking 
lip in tin* lake. 
lr was the caribou 
rattling and clashing their horns to­ 
gether. 
Valleys and hills were black 
with the herd, which took 14 days and 
nights to pa ss the trapper’s camp on 
the thousand mile j our ne y to the tu n ­ 
dra pastures of the north. 
Inspectors of (lie Royal Northwest 
mounted police estim ate that there are 
60,000,000 caribou iu northern Canada. 
A num ber of plans have been suggest­ 
ed for making this great food supply 
available.

commercial standpoint a good paying 
Investment. 
The w ar’created such a big demand 
and necessity for immediate food that 
for the last four years the planting of 
all kinds of fruit has been neglected. 
Leading authorities state that in order 
to meet the requirements of the ever- 
expanding apple industry there m ust 
be planted 
12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
apple trees each year for the next ten 
years. 
ft you own a piece of ground, no 
m atter how small or large, plant as 
much fruit as you can, especially ap­ 
ples. 
Remember if you have a small 
lot in a suburban town, say 50 by 150 
feet, you could plant a dozen trees or 
more. 
If you own the lot and have 
not already built your house, sta rt the 
trees now ; the cost will be small and 
the value of your lot increased. 
Farm ers having plenty of acreage 
should plant apple trees In large quan­ 
tities. It requires no special skill and 
very little attention to bring the young 
orchard to the bearing age.—Utica 
Globe.

uating Graach and Weihlen. 
Chocolate at first and, finally, the 
big brotherhood of the Americans en­ 
shrined them in the hearts of the 
kids. 
Tim good impression left is 
indelible. 
The faces of the women 
did not reflect the spirit of the Sun­ 
day gowns, for all were out to say 
good-bye, 
dressed 
in 
their 
best. 
Young men were not much in evi­ 
dence, because it has been necessary 
to knock the corners off of 
certain 
square heads. 
They are bitter. 
Our 
men, 
especially those 
who 
m arched out of W eihlen, with the 
band playiug “ Pm Sorry I Made You 
Cry,” were not cheerful for a mo­ 
ment, even though they were s ta rt­ 
ing home. 
The soldiers all w ere billeted in 
the homes cf Germans. 
If the Ger­ 
m ans wanted to fill them full of pro- 
poganda, they had a fine opportunity, 
but some doubt if they themselves 
have not been more 
influenced by 
the doughboys. 
The Ninetieth Division travels de 
luxe to St. Xazaire, the port of em ­ 
barkation,

benches and 
a latrine 
are in each 
car. 
Two rolling 
kitchens are de­

Tanks are taken off the water carts 
and filled in the mess car. 
The food 
is carried 
to the men 
in therm os 
cans. 
All this was accomplished bya di­ 
vision of engineers. 
The men ap­ 
preciate it all the more because it 
was not necessary. 
They are will- 
to stand at attention all the way 
to the seaboard.

brations cannot carry.

been demonstrated by the kites :

TO MAKE USE OF CARIBOU 


How the Enormous Herds of Northern 
Canada May Be Utilized 
to Advantage. 


One infallible sigil of spring in Al­ 
berta, Canada, is the northward move­ 
ment of the caribou which Inhabit the 
country in vast herds, and with the 
coining of spring leave the sheltered 
woodlands of South Oh urchin river and 
seek the summer feeding grounds of 
the Great Barrens. 
A Hudson bay ’rapper from the Ar­ 
tillery lake country tells of being 
awakened one morning by a great 
noise which Sounded like a storm tear­ 
ing through the forest or ice breaking 
lip in the luke. 
Tt was the caribou 
rattling and ' lashing their horns to­ 
gether. 
Valleys and hills were black 
with the herd; which took 14 days and 
nights to pass the trapper's camp on 
the thousand-mile journey to the tun­ 
dra pastures of the north. 
Inspectors of the Royal Northwest 
mounted pollee estimate that there are 
00,000,000 caribou fu northern Canada. 
A number of plans have been suggest­ 
ed for making this great food supply 
available. 
One suggestion is to cap­ 
ture and domesticate the animals, blit 
the most feasible idea seems to be to 
ship to Canadian cities Hie meat re­ 
sulting from hunting expeditions into 
the caribou country.

Little Danger of a Surplus of Produo> 
tlen lf All of Us Should 
Get Busy. 


“An apple a day keeps the doctor 
away." 
With all things taken l^ o considera­ 
tion the apple stands at the head of 
all fruit lists. 
It Is the favorite fruit in the ma­ 
jority of homes. 
The apple is not 
only a productive crop, but from a 
commercial standpoint a good paying 
Investment. 
The war created such a big demand 
and necessity for Immediate food that 
for the last four years the planting of 
all kinds of fruit has been neglected. 
Leading authorities state that in order 
to meet the requirements of the ever- 
expanding apple Industry there must 
he planted 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
apple trees each year for the next ten 
years. 
I? yon own a piece of ground, no 
m atter how small or large, plant as 
much fruit as you can, especially ap­ 
ples. 
Remember if you have a small 
lot in a suburban town, say 50 by 150 
feet, you could plant a dozen trees or 
more. 
If you own the lot and have 
not already built your house, start the 
trees now ; the cost will be small and 
the value of your lot increased. 
Farm ers having plenty of acreage 
should plant apple trees in large quan­ 
tities. It requires no special skill and 
H ry little attention to bring the young 
orchard to the bearing age.—Utica 
Globe.

It bae been demonstrated by those 
lo charge of the work that aside from 
the purely ornamental value of trees 
along the highway, many practical ben­ 
efits would result from their proper 
use. 
It is not generally realized that 
trees, by means of their shade during 
hot summer months, prolong the life 
of the roadway for many years, and 
road experts in general are heartily 
in favor of this means for road pro­ 
tection. 
Due to the emergencies of war work 
it was found necessary to keep many 
of the highways which formerly had 
not been used for travel in winter open 
and free from drifting snows. That a 
demand will be made for keeping these 
roads open in the future is certain, and 
In place of many expensive and un­ 
sightly snow fences which now line our 
more open stretches of highway it has 
been found that much of this work can 
be performed equally as well by the 
proper grouping of trees and shrubs 
along the open areas. 
More general 
planting of fruit and nut trees along 
the state highways will be recom­ 
mended.

was found on leaves, or hades, vary­ 
ing from five to sixty per cent, but 
no serious results were in prospect. 
At a later date, Mr. Kemp, 
ac­ 
companied by Dr. C. B. Everett, gar­ 
den specialist, 
visited some of the 
promising gardens near Decatur. The 
garden crops were good but worms 
and bugs had done considerable dam ­ 
age to some vegetables, particularly 
cabbages. 
Remedies were prescrib­ 
ed and preventives suggested. 
In response to calls for help from 
districts where arm y whims were de­ 
stroying grain fields, Mr. Kemp wir- I 
ed for assistance from A. & M. Col- 
lege and visited the Slidell comraun- I 
ity. 
Mr. P arks, the army worm spe- ' 
cialist, greatly relieved the troubled * 
farmers, w'hen he assured them that ! 
the arm y worm had already been I 
cheeked by internal parasites, heavy j 
rains and the poisonous spraying that j 
had been administered.
